S a n F r a n c is c o , August 12.—Com­ 
missioner Abbott gave notice to the 
State Board of Railroad Commission­ 
ers that he would submit to the board 
a new schedule of fares for the rail­ 
roads in this State that would embody 
a reduction of about 25 per cent on 
the majority of the rates. 
He sul>- 
mitted a copy of a letter he had 
mailed to the various railroad compa­ 
nies, inviting them to a conference, in 
which lie states in many instances that 
the companies are now charging much 
less than the maximum rate fixed by 
the Hoard four years ago, and he 
thinks that this fact suggests that the 
lowest profitable rates would not only 
benefit the community at large, but 
would result in materially increased 
profits to the railroad companies. The 
letter concludes: “ My judgment is 
th at the reduction of the maximum 
rates from four and six cents per mile 
to three and five cents per mile, or u 
reduction of about 25 per cent, on 
the majority of the passenger fares in 
the State, would not be unreasonable.” 


T H E NEVADA BANK.

V i r g i n i a , Nev., August 12.—This 
morning the bondsmen of Treasurer 
Dunlop, of this county, waited upon

placing them in the treasury vanlt in 
Ute county court house. The request 
was complied with, forbad itnotbecn, 
the parties who waited ujK>n the treas­ 
urer w’ould have withdrawn their 
nam es from his bond. 


A RUN ON THE BANK. 
The withdrawal of the countv funds 
from the bank caused a slight run, 
about fifty depositors drawing out their 
balances. The town is full of rumors 
of Mackay’s losses and the unsafe 
condition of the Nevada Bank, but 
these are not believed by any of its 
prominent patrons.

P r e s c o t t , Ariz., August 12.—Frank 
Wilson was hanged here to-day for 
the murder of Samuel Clevenger and 
his wife Charlotte in May 1856, on the 
summit of Buckskin mountain, u few 
miles from the U tah line. 


HISTORY OK TUE CRIME. 
Wilson 
and 
his 
companion, 
John A. Johnson, were employed by 
Clevenger to assist in driving a num­ 
ber of horses to Washington Territory. 
No one was in the party except the 
two men, Clevenger, his wife and 
adopted daughter and while camping 
at tke place mentioned, Wilson m ur­ 
dered Clevenger and his wife with an 
axe. 
DIVIDING THE SPOIL. 
Wilson ami Johnson then divided 
the stock and $500 which Clevenger 
had with him, and buried tlie bodies 
which were found six months later. 
Wilson and the girl lived together 
afterwards and went to Washington 
Territory and Idaho, where they were 
found by a sheriff, and the former was 
brought back to Presco t for trial. 
Johnson was found in Nevada and the 
chain of circumstancial evidence to­ 
gether with the girl’s statement served 
to convict both. 


WILSON CONFESSES. 
On Tuesday Wilson made a written 
statement confessing the crime, but 
saying that Johnson had nothing todo 
with it, as he was away from the camp 
at the time. This statement is not be­ 
lieved by officers, as it is contrary to 
Johnson’s statem ent on the witness 
stand. 
JOHNSON RESPITED. 
Governor Zulick to-day, however, 
respited Johnson until the 24d of Sep- 
temlier.

M ’HCEPTIBliE JCRORM. 


A NeiiMulloitMl E xh ortation In the 
DiMtrlct C ourt. 


S a n F r a n c is c o , August 12.—United 
States Attorney C’aroy created a sen­ 
sation this afternoon at the session of 
the District Court, while making the 
closing argument in tlie case of Ed­ 
ward J. Kennedy, a youth who is said 
to have opened letters addressed to 
Weiustock A I.ubin, of Sacramento. 
He touched rather freely on the crime 
of influencing the jury, w hether with 
money or by other means. He asserted 
that during the trial he hud seen cir­ 
cumstances which lead him to believe 
that some of the jurymen before liiin 
had been brought 


UNDER UNDUE INFLUENCES, 
But whether with money or not he 
did not suy. 
General Carey dwelt at 
some length on the recent instances 
of jury fixing and its c onsequenccs, 
closing by asking any juror who had 
been approached to rise and inform 
the court. 


NO RESPONSE. 
All eyes were fixed on the twelve 
men, but not one of them moved. 
Carey repeated the request that the 
ones approached acknowledge it. The 
offenders, he said, would l>e severely 
punished. Still no one moved. The 
argument was then proceeded with, 
after a faint intimation that tlie matter 
might prove a subject of inquiry for 
the Federal Grand Jury. 


A DESPERATE A EI R A Y.

S an J ose, August 12.—At the orchard 
and fruit dryer of W. W. Cozzcns in 
the Willows to-day, a battle took place 
between white and Chinese employés. 
The Chinamen were about 200 strong 
and the whites about 100, m en and 
boys. Tim tight was the culmination 
of a series of disputes. 
At 11 o’clock 
the .Chinese, armed with clubs, made 
an attack on the whites. The hitter, 
armed with sticks and fruit knives, 
met the enemy and for about twenty 
minutes the battle raged with fury. 
The fracas resulted in a number of 
bruised heads, ami several of the 
combatants had teeth knocked out. 
No one was seriously injured.

C iiatnworth, 111., August 12.—Sen­ 
sational features were developed this 
morning as to the cause of the Chats- 
worth wreck. 
Rumors were atloat 
last night that it was due to robbers 
who fired the bridge. 
Little credence 
was given to them. 


ADDITIONAL EVIDENCE. 
This morning new facts, apparently 
showing the catastrophe to lie the 
work of an organized bund’, came to 
light, ami the company find them 
worthy of serious investigation. 


RESULT OF AN INQUIRY. 


Superintendent Armstrong said to 
an Associated Press reporter that the 
more he investigated the more it np­ 
peared to him that the bridge had 
been set on fire. 
He bad observed 
many thieves at work ami had stopped 
them while despoiling the wreck of 
property, and many instances of rolv- 
bing the dead were brought to his at­ 
tention. The excursion had been ex­ 
tensively advertised and the tim e it 
would pass on the bridge was well 
known. 


A CONNECTING LINK. 
Citizens say that a gang of suspicious 
fellows has lieen loitering aroumu ’luits- 
worth for some days. 
Many of these 
were found early at the wreck, paying 
more attention to relieving lK>dies of 
valuables than to curing for them. 


THE TERRORS UNABATED. 
Tlie terrors of the Chatsworth wreck 
seem deepening this morning instead 
of lessening. No picture of the horri­ 
ble occurences immediately succeed­ 
ing the accident could equal in revolt­ 
ing details the scene at the depot here 
to-day. 


A REVOLTING SCENE. 
The west end of the structure is a 
coal-house and lumber-room, where, 
promiscuously stretched on the floor 
in dirt ami rubbish, are seven unidenti­ 
fied bodies. Blood-stained, bedraggled 
sheets and blankets are thrown loosely 
over each, but afford little protection 
from the 


HWAKMH OP FI.IEM 
Continually hovering over them . The 
awful odor coining from the bodies 
kept the room clear of all but the 
hurdiest of the still-lingering curious 
and anxious crowd. Two of the vic­ 
tim s were women, and the sight of 
their faces was one never to be forgot­ 
ten. 


TH E WRECKING TRAIN ARRIVES. 
At 7 o’clock Master Mechanic W ar­ 
ren, w ith a wrecking train and a large 
force of men were at work, confident 
that the track would be clear at noon 
and certain that all tlie bodies had 
been removed from the wreck. 


AN OFFICIAL ESTIMATE. 
President Leonard, Superintendent 
Armstrong and other officials were 
seen this morning. 
President Leon­ 
ard said so far as the railroad officials 
could estimate, there were about 80 
killed ami 100 seriously wounded. 
I/Oonard said as near as could lie as­ 
certained the train was making about 


THIRTY MILKS AN HOUR 
At the time of the accident, not an 
excessive rate of speed, as the track 
was in condition. 


THE ROADMASTER’» OPINION. 
Christopher Knnis, roadm aster of 
the line, testified before the Coroner’s 
jury this morning in the case of the 
railroad disaster, that ho went over 
the bridge at 4 o’clock in the after­ 
noon and found everything ull right. 
Knnis said:

TWO CORPSES AT PIPER STATION. 
Tlie report that there were eight 
bodies at Piper Station proves to have 
been incorrect, as only two i>ersons 
w'ere lying dead there up to noon. 
Mrs. Peter Valentine and C. P. Van- 
lien, of Galesburg, 111. Three or four 
persons who were reported as dead, 
were to-day learned to lie among the 
wounded at Piper City. 
Employees 
of the road were sent to Piper City 
early this morning to secure the names 
of all the dead and wounded. There 
it was found that there were forty-four 
wounded and two dead.

G l e n w o o d S p r i n g s , Col., Aug. 12. 
To Governor Adams: 
“ Tlie W hite River Utes are in force 
above Meeker. They have fired on 
citizens and sent runners to tlie Uin­ 
tah Agency for a war party. Colorow 
is at the head of the Utes. The citi­ 
zens are abandoning their ranches and 
concentrating at Meeker. 
Can’t you 
help us, and also have the government 
troo; m at Uintah put m motion. 
We 
especially need arm s and amunition. 
Glenwood is the nearest telegraphic 
point. Answer to J. Reynolds,Chair­ 
man of County Commissioners. 
(Signed)

ACTION t a k e n . 
On receipt of the above telegram 
Governor Adams at once telegraphed 
to the W ar Department at Washing­ 
ton and asked tlie Department to tele­ 
graph a reply immediately stating 
what tlie intentions of the Department 
would lie. Tlie Governor then tele­ 
graphed a reply to the message from 
Glenwood Springs, saving: “ Send to 
me everything relating to the Ute In­ 
dian outbreak at Meeker, fully and 
promptly.” 


TROOPS IN READINESS. 
Adjutant-General West has just is­ 
sued an order for all the infantry, cav­ 
alry and urtillsry companies to get 
ready to move at a moment’s notice. 
He will in case of a serious outbreak 
order the companies at Montrose and 
Ouray to heaa off the Utes at Grand 
Junction. General West left for Glen­ 
wood Springs immediately after issu­ 
ing the order, und it is reported that 
United States Marshal Hill* who is 
now at Leadville, will join him at Sal­ 
ida, and if necessary order out the 
United States troops to assist the 
State militia. 
CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE. 
The following report fiom Glen­ 
wood springs is given as particulars of 
the Indian troubles: “The last Grand 
Jury indicted two of Colorow’s bucks 
for horse stealing. Throe or four days 
since Sheriff Kendall with a small 
posse of men started for tlie White 
river agency to 


ARREST THE TWO BUCKS, 
Who, with a number of this band of 
renegade Indians, were camped in the 
vicinity of Meeker, close to tlio scene 
of the Meeker massacre in 1879. This 
morning a courier from there arrived 
in townWith a requisition from Mayor 
Meeker, of Glenwood Springs, for 


ARMS AND AMMUNITION. 
Several men, with about forty Win­ 
chesters, started at once. The courier 
reports that the sheriff and posse went 
to tlie Indian camp and demanded the 
two bucks from Chief Colorow. 


COLOROW’s OPEN DEFIANCE. 
The old renegade refused to surren­ 
der them to the sheriff or allow them 
to lie arrested, answering by his fore­ 
fathers that “ me heap big Injun und 
own the whole country. 
Damn the 
sheriff, dam n the law, dam n white 
man, you no arrest Injun.” 


SHOTS EXCHANGED. 
They began firing on tlie sheriff’s 
men and the fire was returned, killing 
one Indian. The Indians returned to 
the brush and from there kept up the 
firing, shooting at every one in sight. 
They aie now gathering their whole 
band together, which consists of 500 
or (W0 warriors. 


MOKE BUCKS SENT FOR. 
They have sent to the agency for 
more, who will doubtless join them if 
they are not prevented. Trouble of a 
serious nature is feared, as Colorow is 
threatening destruction and to go on 
tlie wurpath. 


KENDALL NOT FAB AWAY. 
Kendall is now camped in close 
vicinity w-aiting for reinforcements. 
He is a brave and fearless m an and 
an Indian fighter since 1850. 
He has 
with him Phil Foote, and other 


CHOICE SPIRITS 
Who don’t fear even his satanic 
majesty, and 
he is 
being joined 
also by White river cowboys who have 
no love for Indians. 


OLD OFFENDERS. 
These are the White River Utes 
who belong to the Utah agency in 
Utah, but have persistently refused to 
stay on the reservation. 
For years 
they have been roaming over tlie 
western part of the State stealing i'ut- 
tle and killing game, and annoy­ 
ing |settlers. 
Repeated 
appeals 
have been 
made to 
keep these 
renegades on the reservation, nut they 
have been in vain. Colorow- has bid 
defiance to the agents and to every 
one else. 


FEELING IN THE COMMUNITY. 
The settlers are justly indignant and 
but little w ill arouse their slumbering 
wrath. 
They are determined that 
these Indians shall be arrested and 
made to obey the laws.

S a n t a C r u z , August 12.—This af­ 
ternoon Bon Woods, while wheeling 
sawdust along a narrow plank at (tro­ 
ver’s mill, near Souuel, missed his 
footing and fell headlong into a burn­ 
ing pile of sawdust and was roasted to 
death.

RESIDENTS 
ALARMED. 
Grave fears are also entertained 
from the sparks which are flying in 
every direction, and the residents and 
owners of property for half a mile are 
on the roofs extinguishing the sparks 
with buckets of water. 
In the rear of 
the Masonic Hall a number of tene­ 
ment houses have l>een destroyed and 
twelve families rendered homeless so 
far. 


NO CASUALTIES 
Have been reported. The streets for 
squares are blocked with men, women 
and children. There is rumor that 
the fire was the work of incendiaries 
and that it was started for the purpose 
of robliery. 


A STIRRING SCENE. 
At midnight there is no indication 
that the fire can be controlled. The 
Dispatch building is one of those now 
burning. The sparks of fire form a 
cloud over this section of the city. For 
half a mije around residents are on 
top of their houses pouring water on 
the roofs. 


UNDER CONTROL. 
August 13.—At 2 :30 a. m. the fire is 
under control but part of the square 
bounded by Fifth, Wood, Smithfield 
and Virgin alley is a smouldering 
niin. 
The Hamilton building, the 
Masonic Temple and a number of 
tenement, buildings on Virgin alley 
are totally destroyed and the adjacent 
blocks badly damaged. Tlie firemen 
had a tremenduous struggle and con­ 
sider themselves fortunate in subdu­ 
ing tlie flames when they did. 
estim ate o f th e l o s s . 
It is imjtoHsible to give close figures 
of the loss to-night, but a conservative 
estimate puts the loss at not less than 
$1,000,000.

T h e northeast has gone through dis. 
astruus experiences at the hands of 
th e weather-clerk. 
Drouth, which is 
really far more frequent in the Fast 
th an here, has done its utm ost malign 
tiffices in a very extensive tract of 
country this summer. 
Even in the 
B ar Joaquin valley there has not been 
m failure of crops for five y ears; and 
J n the current year of grace, there has 


F e w people even on the Pacific 
Coast realise the extent to which the 
war on silver lias injured our farming 
interests. 
This movement, started in 
London about fourteen years ago. lias 
taken untold millions from the pockets 
of California agriculturists. From the 
official returns of the Bureau of Sta­ 
tistics at Washington the following 
significant results are gathered, and 
we embody in them some wholesome 
and timely reflections of the writer 
who contributed them to an Eastern 
paper, endorsing his conclusions with­ 
out reserve. 
He says that the ‘‘ex­ 
ports of wheat and flour since the war 
on silver in July, 1873. to the present 
day, by fiscal years, and the amounts 
paid us in dollars, are exemplify ng a 
state of affairs most damaging to the 
agricultural interests of this country. 
During the fiscal year of July 1, 
1873, to June 30, 1874, we exported 
from this country 71,039,028 bushels 
of wheat and 4,094,094 barrels of 
wheat flour. 
For the wheat we re­ 
ceived $101,421,459, and for the wheat 
flour $29,258,094, or $1.42 8-10 per 
bushel of wheat and $7.141¿ per barrel 
of flour. Since then we have year 
alter year been subjected to a contin­ 
ual onslaught on silver bullion by the 
enemies of this country, and the re­ 
sults are as follows: Fiscal year July 
1, 1880, to June 30, 1887, export of 
w heat 100,809,212 bushels, and 11,­ 
328,872 barrels of wheat flour. For 
the wheat we received $89,803,701 and 
for th e wheat flour $51,174,598, or for 
wheat in grain, 89 cents per bushel 
and for the flour, $4.51% per barrel. 
In fact, we have given, during the 
past 
fiscal year, 29,709,284 bushels 
more wheat, in grain, yet we have re­ 
ceived $11,617,098 less for it. Now as 
to w heat Hour we have shipped nearly 
three times as many barrels of flour, 
yet we have not been able to get 
twice as much in money as we did 
during fiscal year ending June, 1874; 
in other words, we have lost on every 
bushel of wheat 53% cents, and on 
every barrel of wheat flour, $2.03. 
In 1873, when the war on silver was 
inaugurated in Congress, the ounce of 
fine silver £was worth $1.32, to-day 
it is worth about 90 cents jx*r ounce, 
fine. 
Of course India has profited in 
exact proportion as we have suffered ; 
but then the traitors to this country 
have the satisfaction oi having in­ 
jured the agricultural interests of the 
U nited Statesof America and benefited 
B ritish India hugely. 
How long will the people of thiH 
country lie ruled by the Anglomaniacs 
and the press tiought and paid for 
with English money, in the Fast, es­ 
pecially? 
It is high time that the west rises in 
its might and ‘tramples under foot the 
paid hirelings and the Anglomaniacs 
who have lietrayed the American farm­ 
ers, who year after year lose millions 
of dollars, besides fostering British in­ 
terests in India, and ail on account of 
British inspired and paid for articles 
against silver as a currency. 
If silver ^bullion was admitted on 
par with gold bullion at the United 
States mints and coined unlimited,the 
price for silver bullion would imme­ 
diately advance to $1.2929 per ounce, 
fine, and wheat would sell at 34 per 
cent higher in value, or in place of 89 
cents jier bushel for export we would 
receive $1.19% per bushel. 
Last year’s crop of whe.it was over 
457 millions of bushels, which at 
eighty-nine cents per bushel, repre 
sents a value of over 400 millions of 
dollars, while, with silver at par, the 
returns for 457 millions of bushels 
would have given the handsome sum 
of over 543 millions of dollurs. Truly 
the American interest in wheat bus 
suffered over 137 millions of dollars, 
while the producers of silver bullion 
have lost only a little over 16% mil- 
lionrf of dollars.

Diamonds are of all colors, the 
rarest and most valuable being nlack 
or steel blue. 
A steel blue diamond 
of this size, exhibiting a beautiful 
seven-caret gem, marked $050—would 
be worth a vast fortune. It costs from 
one hundred to several thousand dol­ 
lars to cut and dress a diamond. 
The 
process necessitates 
much 
waste. 
Much skill is required cutting the 
stone so that there will be as little 
waste as possible. 
“ What is the most noted diamond?” 
“The stone with the greatest history 
is called the ‘Star of the South.’

precious stone. The American,French 
and Kritish consuls in Kio at the time 
formed a co-partnership 
ami pur­ 
chased the diamond for $230,000.

was then sent to France to be cut. 
After this process was completed the 
stone, which was of wondrous size ami 
beauty, was placed on the market at a 
fabulous price. 
For a long time no 
purchaser could be found, and the 
owners were nearly beggared. Final­ 
ly the Kmperor,Napoleon III.,bought 
the wonderful diamond, and thence­ 
forth it formed a part of the royal col­ 
lection of gems.

JUDGE FIELD DEPARTS. 


HI* V iew * o n tbe Nubjert of R a il­ 
road T ax Cauri. 
Justice Field departed for San Fran 
cisco yesterday afternoon on the 1 :30 
train. Before he started he stated 
that he desired his answer to the 
question, “ Judge, have you any ob­ 
jection to speaking on the subject of 
tax cases?” contained in the interview 
as published in yesterday’s H e r a l d , 
to read as follows: 
“ Certainly I cannot speak on the 
Subject. 
I don’t believe in giving 
to the newspapers my reasons for the 
decisions which I have rendered be­ 
yond what are given in the opinions 
delivered at the time. 
My opinions 
in the tax cases are published. 
I will 
state, however, this much, that there 
never was any reason why the State 
should not have collected all the taxes 
justly due upon the pro|*rty of the 
railroad companies. Such taxes were 
liens upon all property held by the 
railroad company, whether subject to 
mortgages or not. 
The State could 
have enforced that lien by suits in 
equity in which the companies and 
the mortgagees, TevisandM ills, would 
have been parties. The whole taxes 
would then have been secured by a 
sale of the projierty if not previously 
paid. The companies and the mort­ 
gagees could have adjusted the mat­ 
ter between themselves, and 
how 
w+uld not, in that case, have con­ 
cerned the State. 
But in such suits 
there would have been no penalties or 
ten per cent attorney’s fees. The taxes 
and interest thereon alone would have 
l>een secured. That process would not 
have suited the leading lawyers en­ 
gaged. who wanted the ten per cent 
fees which with the penalties amounted 
in all the cases to several hundred thou­ 
sand dollars. They always seemed to 
me 
:are more for those 
tempting 
fees than for the interest of the State. 
Nor would th at course have suited 
other moral vitriol throwers 
who 
have made of me their target for many 
years.”
